Gentlemen. of the Senate and House of Representatives: 

It is required by the Constitution that the Governor shall, at the 
commencement of each session, and at the close of his term of office, 
give to the Legislature information by message of the condition of the 
State, and shall recommend such measures as he shall deem expedient, 
accounting also to the Legislature and accompanying his message 
with a statement of all moneys received and paid out by him from 
any funds subject to his order, and at each regular session present es- 
timates of the amount of money to be raised by taxation for all pur- 
poses. In compliance with these provisions I submit the following 
message.

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By the act of 1877, in the matter of payment of principal and in- 
terest of State Relief Bonds, it was provided that payment should be 
made from the Sinking Fund, and in order that said bonds may be 
paid promptly it is recommended by the State "Treasurer that the 
balance in the State Bond Fund, together with the amount hereafter 
collected, be transferred to the Sinking Fund, and thus made avail- 
able for the purpose for which it is collected. 


REVENUE AND TAXATION. 


The assessed valuation of the taxable property of the State in 1883 
was $110,543,644.58, and in 1884 it was $123,615,886.95, showing 
an increase of $13,072,242.37. The rate of taxation for State pur- 
poses for the year 1883 was 7 4-10 mills, and for the year 1884, 7 
556-800 mills on each dollar valuation, and there has been collected 
during that period the sum of $1,307,122.05, distributed as<follows:

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Your notice is directed to the Auditor's statement showing amount 
of taxes delinquent, with the hope that you in your united wisdom 
may succeed in devising some plan for the better collection of the 
revenues, and that without imposing unnecessary burdens upon the 
people. 

There is a general demand that the law of 1883, making taxes 
delinquent January Ist of each year, and providing for a penalty of 
5 per cent, shall be repealed. I would cite for your examination the 
revenue laws of the states of Ohio and Indiana. The law of the last 
named State provides that any person charged with taxes on the 
tax-duplicate in the hands of a county treasurer may pay the full 
amount of such taxes on or before the third Monday in April, or 
may, at his option, pay the first installment or or before such third 
Monday, and the remaining installment on or before the first Mon- 
day of November following. Providing that all road taxes shall be 
included in the first installment, and that in all cases where the first 
installment shall not be paid on or before the third Monday in April, 
the whole amount unpaid shall become due and be returned delin- 
quent with proper penalties added. This plan is that of Semi- 
annual payment. A division of the burden. Taxes are defined as 


' being the enforced proportional contribution of persons and property, 


levied by the authority of the State for the support of the govern- 
ment, and for all public needs. Applying this definition to our own 
ease, and we will all agree that best legislation upon the matter of 
taxation is that which, while it shall meet the wants and needs of 
the State Government, will at the same time, as far as it may with 
safety be done, lighten the burden to him who so contributes. 


PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


In relation to the present management of the public institutions of 
the State it may be said that without an exception they are in excel- 
lent hands. 


DO SO amena 
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HOME FOR THE FRIENDLESS. 


The act of 1881, providing for the erection of a Home for the 
Friendless, was carried into effect by the purchase of a site near the 
city of Lincoln, and the erection of a building thereon. The govern- 
ment of the Home was assumed by the Society of the Home for the 
Friendless, and it is now under the active care and management of 
a board composed of earnest, practical Christian women, who with 
well directed energy are striving to make it what it should be. The 
Home was opened to receive inmates January 1, 1882, and since that 
time has received, adults 95, children 133, making a total of 228. 
'There have been surrrendered to the Home 75 children, and of this 
number 57 have been placed in good homes in this State. An ap- 
propriation is asked for by the society in charge for the purpose of 
erecting and furnishing additional buildings, and to aid in the main- 
tenance of the Home. In my judgment their request to a reasonable 
amount should be granted. It must be remembered that the title to 
this property remains in the State. A visit to this institution will 
convince you of its utility and worth. 


DEAF AND DUMB INSTITUTE, AND FEEBLE MINDED CHILDREN. 


Organized in April, 1869, this institution has since that time re- 
ceived for instruction 211 pupils. For the last biennial.term there 
has been a reported attendance of 141. The health of the students 
has been good, and the methods of instruction the same as heretofore 
reported. When we consider the available means and accommoda- 
tions at his command, the condition of this institution under the pres- 
ent management is admirable. Instruction in the trades, print- 
ing, carpenter work, sewing, fancy work, and housework, is still 
continued, and funds are asked for to place the trades upon a more 
efficient basis looking to the power of self-support upon the part of 


» 
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those receiving instruction. Your attention is called to the deficiency 
of $6,500 in the appropriation for this institution by reason of failure 
of the last Legislature to make provision for the year ending March 
31st, 1885, in the matter of wages of employees. Attention is called 
to the frequent applications for the admission of “feeble minded 
children ” to this school, a class who are not fit subjects for a deaf 
mute school. By reference to the census of 1880 it is shown that we 
had at that time 356 persons classed as feeble minded, 209 of whom 
were under twenty years of age. The State has undertaken to care 
for the insane, the blind, and the deaf and dumb. In view of these 
facts, together with the experience of other States in this work, I am 
prompted to cal your attention to the importance and urgency of 
their claims, and the advisibility or making some provision in Ne- 
braska for this helpless class, " 


INSTITUTE FOR THE BLIND. 


The total number of pupils received at the Institute for the educa- 
tion of the blind from the date of its opening in January, 1876, until 
the present time is 60. 

The building was intended to accommodate fifty persons, and there 
has been an attendance of thirty-six pupils during the biennial term, - 
just closed. Of those who would be admissible under the rules, and 
residing in the State, there are but five known to the superintendent 
who are not in the school. The term is reported as one of general 
prosperity. The health of the students has been excellent, and in 
the several departments of study, consisting of literary, musical, and 
industrial, commendable progress has been made. This school in its 
work in the Literary Department wil] compare favorably with those 
of like character in other States. All receive musical instruction and 
the work in this department is becoming more thorough each year. 
An exhibit from the Industrial Department has been sent to the

New Orleans Exposition. The appropriations made by the last Leg- 

- islature have been ample in every respect, and in the item of living” 
expenses there will be a small balance returned to the treasury. Ap- 
propriations are asked for, covering the matter of water supply and 
improvements to buildings and grounds, in addition to the general 
support of the Institute, and should be granted. , - 


HOSPITAL FOR THE INSANE 


This most unfortunate class are entitled to our deepest sympathy, 
and to our constant care and watchfulness, that so far as may be pos- 
sible their condition shall be improved. 

From the report of the Superintendent for the biennial term end- 
ing November 30th, 1884, it appears that at the date of last report, 
November 30th, 1882, there were remaining in the Hospital 273 pa- 
tients. "There have been received. during the past two years 410 pa- 
tients, making a total number of 683 that have been treated during 
this period. Of the number treated 323 have been discharged, 144 
of whom were restored to mental health, sixty-nine were much im- 
proved, sixty-three unimproved, harmless and incurable, were returned 
io their counties to make room for recent cases, forty-three have died 
during the two years, leaving in the Hospital November 30th, 1884, 
360 patients, which exhausts the utmost capacity of the present build- 
ing. At the rate of increase for the past two years, it is estimated by 
the Superintendent that not less than 600 applications for the admis- 
sion of patients will be made during the coming two years. Addi- 
tional room. must be furnished by the State. The Superintendent 
recommends the building of a new institution as preferable to increas- 
-ing the size of the present one, and advises that the new Hospital 
should be as large as the one we now have, and that it be erected as” 
a whole and not by sections, as being more economical, and for the 
further reason that it will be needed by the time it can be completed. 
These recommendations are concurred. -in by the Commissioner of 
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Public Landsand Buildings, and have my approval, as do also the re- 


* quests for special appropriations for needed improvements. Your at- 


tention is called to the large amount due the Hospital from the several 
eounties having patients chargeable thereto, in many cases the delin- 
queney being of long standing. 

Tt has been urged upon me that our Hospital is, as its name implies, 
a place for the treatment of those who may be suffering from tempo- 
rary mental derangement, and not a lunatic asylum, a place for the 
confinement of the incurable or chronic insane. And it is further 
urged that in a new State like our own the counties are not prepared 
to care for them in a proper manner, and that special provision should 
be made for this class of patients instead of retufning them to their 
respective counties to make room for more recent cases, as is done un- 
der the present system. The thought is submitted that the care of 
the insane is a burden that should be assumed entirely by the State, 
for the reason that proper care and treatment cannot be or is rarely 
given them in what are known as County Houses, that are intended 
more especially for the care of the needy poor. 


STATE REFORM SCHOOL. 


Under the law regulating the management of this institution, boys 
and girls under sixteen years of age found guilty of any crime ex- - 
cept murder or manslaughter may be received. ‘This school was es- 
tablished and intended, not for punishment, strictly speaking, but 
rather for education and reformation. A. place of restraint and cor- 
rection for those for whom such treatment may suffice to restore them 
to an upright Jife and fit them for future usefulness. Standing between 
the youthful offender and the institution prepared for and which should 
receive only hardened criminals, the interests of society demand that 
a liberal policy should be pursued in carrying out and promoting the 
objects for which it was created. The school ;has, at the present 
time, sixty-three inmates, In August, 1883, the contract was let for 
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an additional building, at a cost of $37,410. This building has been 
completed, and is now ready for use, and I am informed that applica- 
tions for admission now on file will exhaust the increased accommo- 
dation so furnished. I would impress upon you the great importance 
of the work we have undertaken in the organization of this Reform 
School, and would recommend for it all reasonable support and en- 


couragement. l 


STATE PENITENTIARY. 


Needed improvements have been made at the State Penitentiary dur- 
ing the past two years, under the direction of the Warden and Board 
of Public Lands and Buildings, among which, and worthy of special 
mention, are the erection of a fire proof Hospital Building, a more per- 
fect water supply, and a thorough change in the system of sewerage 
and drainage, greatly improving the sanitary condition of the prison. 
Discipline is thoroughly maintained, the government being kindly, 
yet at the same time firm. The medical supervision is excellent, and 
the state of health among the prisoners is good. Under the contract 
system, the convicts are furnished steady employment, and their wants 
are well supplied by the present contractor. 

Warden Nobes in his report of November 30th, 1882, gave the 
number of prisoners as 261. Since that time there have been discharged 
131, the number received being 178. The total number confined in the 
penitentiary November 30th, 1884, was 259, and of that number 23 
are under sentence for life. Pertinent to the subject in hand, and to 
which I will, in passing, call your attention, are the questions of the 
inequality of sentence as proportioned to the crime or the circum- 
stanees under which it was committed, as we have so often seen; and 
that of indeterminate sentence, the advocates of which proceed upon 
the theory that the purpose of the law being to reform, we should in 
all cases, other than those meriting death or imprisonment for life, take 
into consideration both the antecedents of the criminal and his con- 
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duct after sentence. This principle we have in a measure recognized 
in the enactment of what is known as the Good-time Act, and I may 
add, that legislation is rapidly becoming more liberal in this direction. 


PARDONS, COMMUTATIONS, AND REMISSION OF FINES, 


The pardoning power vested in the Executive has been exercised 
by me in but one instance, that of Jacob Smith, of York county, con- 
victed for the offense of shooting with intent to kill, and sentenced to 
theState Penitentiary forthe term of one year. Entering upon hissen- 
tence February 5th, 1883, and a pardon issued the 20th of September, 
of the same year. In this case, the provocation to crime was great, 
and while it does not justifv, yet serves to extenuate, and my action 
in the premises was based upon the petitions of a large number of the 
citizens of said county, fourteen members of the Grand Jury by whom 
he was indicted, and upon the recommendation of the Prosecuting At- 
torney, and the District Judge who passed sentence upon him. 

The power of commutation has been used by me in two cases, viz.: 
George Hart, under sentence of death, from Hall county, and John 
R. Polin, under sentence of death, from Cass county. In these two 
cases the sentence of death was changed to imprisonment for life in 
the State Penitentiary. My action in this matter was determined by 
letters filed by the Judges of the Supreme Court, who were unanimous 
in recommending that such action should be taken, and with the feel- 
ing that I would not he warranted in disregarding a recommendation 
coming: in such manner and from such a source. ' 

In the matter of the remission of fines, I have acted in but one in- 
stance, At the October term, 1882, of the Gage county district court, 
one C. E. Gifford was fined one hundred and fifty dollars for the crime 
of selling intoxicating liquors without a license. It appearing later 
that the facts were not fully understood, and that he was entitled to 
relief upon the merits of the case, the fine was remitted upon the 
recommendation. of the Judge who imposed it. 
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The pardoning power is to be used prudently, sparingly, and con- 
scientiously. Standing between society at large, the people of the State, 
and those who are under conviction and sentence for transgression of its 
laws, I have striven to so act, and am fully justified in this connec- 
tion in saying that the attorney who prosecutes upon the part of the 
State, and that the judge who after hearing the evidence adduced upon 
the trial of a cause passes sentence, should be slow indeed, either by 
petition or letter of recommendation, to embarrass in any degree the 
action of him in whose hands this power is placed, and upon whom 
in the full and faithful discharge of duty, the sole responsibility rests. 


EDUCATION. 


Nebraska is justly proud of her Common Schools, and much of their 
efficiency is due to the wise planning and well directed effort of our 
present State Superintendent of Public Instruction. The following 
statistics will be found of interest as showing the development of our 
State in the direction of her dearest educational interest, the Common 
School: Total number children of school age, 209,403; boys, 108,- 
998; girls, 100,405. Total enrollment, 137,618 ; boys, 71,680; girls, 
65,938. Total number of teachers employed, 6,055; males, 1,906. 
females, 4,144; school houses built in 1884, 309. Total number 
school houses, 3,662. Total value school property, $2,786,385.

Legislation is needed to secure a greater uniformity of text books in 
our Common Schools, and if such result can be effected, it will prove ` 
a source of great benefit to the people. 


STATE NORMAL SCHOOL. 


The attendance at the State Normal School during the past two 
years has been 470. Number graduated, 89; the greater number of 
whom are now engaged in teaching in the schools of the State. 

This school is constantly growing in publie favor, the attendance 
for the past two years being twenty per cent greater than for any like 
period in its history. The entrance fee of five dollars for each stu- 
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dent is placed in the State Treasury for the use of the Normal Library, 
and is paid out upon the warrant of the Normal School Board. An 
act of the Legislature appropriating the money so paid into the 
Treasury is necessary to make it available for the purpose intended. 
The Library at this time numbers over two thousand carefully selected 
yolumes. "The rapidly increasing attendance creates a necessity for 
additional room, and an appropriation is asked for that purpose. 
Trained teachers improve and influence others with whom they come 
in contact. This school is an important aid to our common schools, . 
its object and purpose being to educate teachers. The beneficial re- 
sults of its work are felt among the common schools of the State, in 
which the great body of the people are directly interested, and for that 


reason it should receive your abundant care. 


STATE UNIVERSITY. E 
w 


This institution is to-day better fitted for its work, and is filling its 
place in the educational system of our State with more of vigor and ` 
general efficiency than at any previous time in its history. At the 
meeting of the Board of Regents, December 18th, 1883, a Chancellor 
was elected, his term of office to begin January Ist, 1884. A much 
needed want was thus supplied, and the unfortunate controversy, 
standing forso long in the way of the best interests of the University, 

bas been forgotten in the new era of prosperity, which is the result 
of harmony of purpose between the Chancellor and other members of ~ 
the Faculty. 

The attendance during the last term in all departments was 282. 
In accordance with the provisions of “ An-act to establish the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska," approved February 15th, 1869, a College of 
Medicine was added. There are at present 54 students in attendance. 
The College of Medicine should be well sustained; and as soon as 
may be practicable, provision should be made for the addition of a 
College of Law, as contemplated by the organic act. )

The Industrial College has been reorganized throughout. This 
department of the University will now take its proper rank and in 
point of relative importance should stand second to no other. An 
experienced stock grower and farmer has been secured as Superinten- 
dent of the Industrial College Farm, the management of which had 
hitherto been in the hands of the Faculty, and the change of system 
has already proven highly beneficial. ‘The various recommendations 
of the Board of Regents contained in their biennial report are referred 
to you. Their requests for needed appropriations should be granted. 
In all matters relating to our educational interests the State should 
bestow with a liberal hand. 


ESCHEATED ESTATE. 


Tt is provided by the Constitution and Statutes that all property 
that may come to the State by escheat shall be managed by the &ov- 
ernor and Superintendent of Public Instruction, and the proceeds 
thereof be placed in the Pernianent School Fund. Officia] notice was 
received from the County J udge of Kearney county that in the mat- 
ter of the estate of Peter Anderson, deceased, proceedings had been 
elosed in that court, and that after diligent search for kindred by pub- 
lication and otherwise none had been found, and that after the pay- 
ment of the just claims against the estate there remained in his hands 
a balance of two hundred and forty-six dollars and sixty cents 
(246.60) which sum has been turned over to the State Superintendent, 
and by him paid into the State Treasury as required by law, the 
Treasurer's receipts for same, together with all papers relating to 
the settlement of said estate as furnished by the County Judge of 
Kearney county, remaining on file in this department.

SECRETARY OF STATE. 


The Secretary of State calls attention to the need of increased cler- 
ical force in his department, made necessary by reason of his duties as 
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ex officio Seeretary of the several Boards. Also recommends a graded 
fee in the matter of filing Articles of Incorporation, together with 
many other valuable suggestions relating to the printing laws, regis- 
tration of bonds, and matters of general interest. 


AGRICULTURE AND HORTICULTURE, 


Agriculture is the leading and most important industry of the State. 
You will carefully guard its interests in all matters that may in any 
manner affect them, or that large class of people whose vocation it is 
to till the soil. 

An examination of the ‘report of the State Board of Agriculture, 
which gives a detailed statement of their proceedings, plainly shows 
that their work has been well done, and that the aid given this Board 
has been well bestowed. While the prices received for our farm pro- 
duce are not as remunerative as at other pericds in our history, yet 
speaking in general terms, our agricultural interests, as shown by 
crop statistics, were never Ina more prosperous condition than at the 
present time. d 4 

The horticultural interests of the State are in a flourishing condi- 
tion, and it has been established beyond a doubt that Nebraska is a 
Fruit State. The matter of successful fruit culture is one that enters 
largely into the economy of home life, and Iam safe in saying that 
no one thing has done more to attract favorable attention to our State 
than the magnificent displays made by our Horticultural Society at the 
different competitive exhibitions in which, in the majority of cases, 
they have received for Nebraska the first prize for their display of 
fruits. The Agricultural and Horticultural Societies deserve your 
fostering care as most serviceable agents in developing our State, and 
as aids in placing her in the rank to which she may justly aspire. 
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NEBRASKA STATE HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 


By au aet of the Legislature, approvedzFebruary 27th, A.D. 1883 
the Nebraska State Historical Society was recognized as a State Institu- 
tion, and by the terms of said act it was provided and made the duty of 
the President and Secretary to make annual reports to the Governor, 
said reports to contain the transactions and expenditures of the or- 
ganization, together with all historical addresses read or furnished as 
historical matter, said reports and addresses to be published at the 
expense of the State; and by the terms of this act there was appropri- 
ated annually the sum of $500 for the use of the Society, to be used 
under the direction of its officers exclusively in defraying expenses, 
collecting and preserving historical matter, data, and relics, for the 
benefit of the State. ‘The appropriation for printing having been ex- 
hausted, the publication of the reports of this Society could not be had. 
I would recommend. specific appropriations in the matter of printing 
and publishing in addition to the amount named for incidental ex- 
penses, much valuable matter having been collected. The acquisi- 
tions of the Society are becoming constantly larger, and are increasing 
in value rapidly. Great care should be taken to preserve what has 
been gathered at such expense of time and labor. To the end that 
our historical collection may become such source of attraction and 
interest as it of right should he, a room in the Capitol Building 
should without further delay be set apart for their use. 


FISH COMMISSION, 


The work pertaining to the office of Fish Commissioners is in 
practical and economical hands. Needed improvements at the fish- 
eries, in the making of new ponds, spawning race, and repairs to the 


. old ponds, have largely increased the facilities for successful handling. 


The matter of stocking the streams of our State with valuable food 
fish is progressing favorably, with a comparatively small outlay of

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money, and the distribution of fish to private parties who have pre- | 
pared ponds for their reception has been quite general. Intelligently 
conducted this branch of industry has proven successful and profita- 
ble. All measures calculated to increase the food resources of the 
people are entitled to great consideration.

STATE LIBRARY. 


The number of volumes in the Library, as shown by the biennial 
report of the State Librarian, covering the years 1881 and 1882 was 
21,487. The number of volumes in the Library, at the present time, 
as given in the biennial report for the years 1883 and 1884, is 
23,308, making an increase for the last two years of 1,821 volumes. 

The library is in good order, a catalogue having been completed, 
and many valuable additions made. For a statement of its manage- 
ment, wants, and needs, you are referred to the Librarian’s report. 


INSURANCE OF STATE PROPERTY. 


By section six (6) “of chapter eighty-three (83) of the Compiled 
Statutes, the Governor is authorized and empowered to insure the 
public buildings and other property belonging to the State liable to 
destruction or injury by fire. The Legislature of 1883 appropriated 
for insurance of public property the sum of $10,000, as recommended 
by my predecessor. An appropriation of $15,000 is recommended for 
the ensuing two years, $8,000 of which will be needed for renewals 
of existing policies before an appropriation by a succeeding Legisla- 
ture will be available; the balance to be used in placing insurance 
upon the central or main portion of the Capitol Building, and for 
such additional insurance as may be deemed advisable upon other - 
State property. In the appendix submitted herewith will be found a 
full and accurate statement of policies | in force at the present time. 


Contemplated insurance will exhaust’ “the small balance. of appro- 
priation heretofore made. 
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MILITIA. 


The present condition of the Nebraska National Guard is clearly 
shown by the very full report of Adjutant General E. P. Roggen, 
which embodies the reports of Inspector General Major Franklin 
Sweet, Quarter Master General Cyrus N. Baird, and Leonard W. 


Colby, Colonel commanding 1st Regiment, and as appears from these 


various reports, the command is in excellent shape and has sustained 
and improved upon its past high standard of efficiency. As at present 
constituted, the guard is composed of nine companies of Infantry and 
one company of Artillery. The law requiring that an Encampment 
shall be held at least once in two years has been complied with, an 


_ Encampment which was in every respect a successful one having been 
held at Crete, Nebraska, August 21st, 1883, and continued for four 


days. 

The Adjutant General recommends that provision should be made 
for the holding of annual Eneampments, and that the appropriation 
for the support and maintenance of the State Militia should be in- 
creased to at least five thousand dollars per annum, which recommend- 
ations I cheerfully endorse, believing that it is for the best interests 
of the State that this organization should be enconraged and strength- 
ened. Neighboring States, recognizing the need of a properly disci- 
plined and well armed force, are taking an increased interest, and are 
placing their Militia upon a permanent basis. We should not be 
behind them in this matter. 


CAPITOL BUILDING. 


The contract for the erection and completion of the main building 


` of, the Capitol was, after duly advertising as required by the act.of 


February 24th, 1883, providing for the erection of said building, and 
ihelevy of one-half of one mill on the dollar, and appropriation of 
the moneys arising from said levy to pay for said building, awarded 
by the Board of Public Lands and Buildings on the 9th day of July, 
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1883, to W. H, B. Stout, for the sum of $439,187.25, the building 
under the terms of the contract to be completed by the first day of 
December, 1889. The contractor filed his bond in the sum of three 
hundred thousand dollars, which was approved by the Governor and 
the work was entered upon under the plan and specifications adopted 
by the Board and furnished by W. H. Wilcox, the architect of the 
plans for the east and west wings now completed. With you rests the 
duty of making an appropriation for the continuanee of the work.

CENSUS. 


Your attention is called to the necessity of passing a law and pro- 
viding means for the purpose of carrying into effect the provisions of 
section two (2) of article three (3) of the Constitution, in the matter 
of a census, wherein it is made the duty of the Legislature to provide 
for an enumeration of the inhabitants of the State in the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty five, and every ten years thereafter. Results 
reached under the present law requiring Precinct Assessors to make an 
enumeration of the total number of persons residing in the several pre- 
£incts of each county, each year, are far from being satisfactory. Best 
results will be reached by the appointment of special enumerators, and 
to their duty as such might be added that of collecting statistics of a 
general nature, such as would be of interest and importance as showing 
our development and resources. É

STATE LITIGATION. 


The/Attorney General in his report makes a detailed statement of 
all cases now pending and those disposed of in which the State is in- 
terested. The schedules hereto attached, and marked “A,” “B,” and 
“C? will show, the exact status'of the several cases. 

I would call special attention to the report of the Attorney General 
as to the needs of the Law Department, as well as to the general rec- 
ommendations therein contained. 
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NATIONAL LINCOLN MONUMENT. 


By an act of the Legislature approved February 23d, A.D. 1883, 
there was appropriated the sum of five hundred ($500) dollars to aid 
in the completion of the National Lincoln Monument, at Springfield, 
in the State of Illinois. 

I would hereby report that in conformity with said act a warrant 


` was'drawn on the treasury for the amount named, payable to the 


Governor, and that a draft for the amount so appropriated was for- 
warded to the Chairman of the Exeentive Committee of the Monu- 
ment Association, and the receipt of samé by him acknowledged. 


MONEY RECEIVED FROM THE GENERAL GOVERNMENT. 


The Governor is by law made the agent to receive from the United 
States all moneys that may be due the State, and as such agent I have 
received drafts for the following named sums, which have been placed 
in the State Treasury to the credit of the Permanent School Fund as 
required by law, and for which I hold the receipts of the State Treas- 
urer. In the month of September, 1883, $11,746.67, being for the 
five per cent upon sales of Government lands in Nebraska. In the 
month of June, 1884, $17,495.95, being five per cent upon the net 
proceeds of the sales of lands within the limits of the State of Ne- 
braska heretofore embraced in the Pawnee Indian Reservation. In 
the month of November, 1884, $485.00 upon claim of the State for 
expenses ineurred in suppressing Indian hostilities. 


CLAIMS AGAINST THE STATE REPORTED TO THIS DEPARTMENT, 


Of the amount by me reported as received from the United States 
for expenses incurred by the State in suppressing Indian hostilities, 
twenty-five per cent is claimed by Patrick O. Hawes for services as 
agent of the State, said service being rendered, as he sets forth, by vir- 
tue of a contract entered into between Mr. Hawes and Acting Gov- 
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ernor W. H. James in 1872, which contract he insists is still in force. 
The last Legislature would seem to have so regarded it, as a claim by 
him made for similar services was included in the act making appro- 
priations for the payment of miscellaneous items of indebtedness ow- 
ing by the State. This case is referred to you for such disposition as 
may seem proper. : 

Filed in this office and' addressed to me as Governor is a report en- 
titled, * Report of T. P. Kennard, State agent for the prosecution 
and collection of claims of the State of Nebraska against the United 
States,” said report being intended as an argument in support of Mr. 
Kennard’s claim against the State, as will more fully appear. From 
the statements therein contained and the report of the State Treas- 
urer, I find that in September, 1882, there}was in the State Treasury 
$6,275.89, being the five per cent upon the net proceeds of the sales 
of land embraced within the Pawnee Reservation, against which Mr 
Kennard filed his claim for fifty per cent of that amount. The rec- 
erds of the proceedings of the Legislature of 1888 show that a bill 
was reported making an appropriation of the sum claimed, the bill 
passing both House and Senate, but through neglect’did not receive | 
the signatures of the officers of the House and{Senate, and thus failed 
to become a law. Since that time there has been received $17,495.- 
95, making a total amount of $23,770.42, against which Mr. Kennard 
files his claim for $11,885.21, being the amount due him by the terms 
of the contract under which the services were performed, as set forth 
in thereport. The Legislature of 1873 by joint resolution authorized 
the Governor to appoint an agent or agents to prosecute to a final de- 
cision certain claims of this State, the compensation to be agreed upon 
between the Governor and agents so appointed, payable after the col- 
lection of said claims in whole or in part. The Governor, by virtue 
of the power conferred by this resolution, entered into a contract for 
the State with Mr. Kennard, wherein Mr. Kennard, as provided by 
the contract, agreed to prosecute these claims, and was to receive for 
his services fifty per cent of the amount collected.

24 GOVERNORÍS MESSAGE. 


In view of the entire record in this matter, and without discussing 
the question as to whether the contract was or was not a provident 
one upon the part of the State, 1 venture to suggest that it would be 
in furtherance of the idea that the obligation of the State is no less 
sacred than that of an individual, as well as being in the line of econ- 
omy to cancel this claim in full, stipulating, however, for a full and 
absolute release from further obligation under said contract, and all 
contracts with collection agents, as it would seem that the time had 
been reached when Nebraska, through her senators und representa- 
tives in Congress, could be fully protected in her interests in this re- 


gard. 
NEW COUNTIES ORGANIZED. 


Since the last session of the Legislature, the necessary papers have 
been filed in the Executive Office, asking for the organization of the 
eounties of Loup, Cherry, Brown, Dundy, Sioux, and Hayes. 

Proelamations in form required by the Statutes have been issued, 
providing for the organization of the counties named above. Organi- 
zation has Y en perfected or is now progressing in all saveand excepte 
ing the county of Sioux, in whieh county the parties commissioned as 
temporary officers having refused to serve as such, aud no further 
action having been taken by this Department, the county of Sioux 
remains unorganized. 


FORMATION OF NEW COUNTIES OUT OF EXISTING COUNTIES. 


Pursuant to the provisions of ehapter eighteen, sections ten and 
eleven of the Compiled Statutes, relating to the formation of a new 
county out of one or more of the then existing counties, it has been 
certified to me by the Honorable the Secretary of State, that on the 
8th day of November, 1881, the majority of the electors of the county 
of Wheeler at a general election then duly held, voted to form a new 
county of said county of Wheeler, to be known as Garfield county; 
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and that on the 4th day of November, A.D. 1884, at a general election. 
then duly held, the majority of the electors of the county of Brown 
voted to form a new county out of said eounty.of Brown, to be known 
as Keya Paha county. 

The constitutional and statutory requirements having been fully 
complied with, I have, by virtue of the authority in me vested by the 
Statutes of Nebraska in such case made and provided, issued my proc- 
lamation ordering that an election be held for the election of county 
officers, and for the location of a county seat, respectively, in the 
counties of Garfield and Keya Paha. 


GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. 


Results hoped for and that may reasonably be expected from a 
properly managed Geological Survey, are such as in my opinion will 
warrant thé necessary expenditures for that purpose. It may be said 
of the other States lying in the Mississippi and Missouri River Valleys, 
a majority of which, in their general characteristics, are not unlike 
Nebraska, that without an exception they have made provision for 
such surveys, and so far as I am advised with results gratifying in 
the practical demonstration of the existence of resources before un- 
known, and ‘the discovery of which is idi point of profit or return to 
the State, not only commensurate with but vastly in excess of the out- 
lay made. 


CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS. 
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Amendmehts to the Constitution of our State can be submitted to 
a vote of thé people for their approval or rejection at the general 
election at which members of the Legislature are chosen, and at no 
other time. Proposed amendments were submitted at-the last gen- 
eral election, and with respect to one of them it may be said that its 
adoption would have been for the best interests of the State, and that 
public opinioá largely sustained this view of the matter. I may add 
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that its rejection is a source of general regret, and in great measure, 
if not-wholly, due to the excitement of a heated political contest in 
which personal and party interests so absorbed and engaged the 
publie mind that questions of a purely publie nature were neglected. 
The question of a change in the fundamental law of our State is one 
upon which the people in their action cannot well be too conservative, 
and such a proposition should come before them in such manner, and at 
such time as will enable them to judge of its merits, standing alone, 
and relieved from disturbing side issues. This view of the subject 
can be made practical by such provision as will enable the people 
to vote upon amendments at a Special Election for that purpose, and 
by providing for the canvass of the vote cast at such election. I 
would recommend that you provide for a re-submission of the Amend- 
ment to section four (4) of article three (3) of the Constitution, in- 
creasing the duration, of Legislative session, and compensation of 
members. l ` 


IMMIGRATION. 


The matter of the frequent requests of parties residing in the East 
for pamphlets containing reliable information concerning Nebraska 
has been repeatedly brought to the notice of the Legislature, but thus 
far no action has been taken upon the reeommendations made in 
connection therewith, In the absence of an Immigration Bureau, 
whose duty it would be to prepare such documents for circulation, I 
would recommend that you authorize and provide means for the 
preparation and publication of a pamphlet containing a brief histori- 
cal and descriptive statement of Nebraska, her development, resources, 


and attractions of soil and climate, to be followed by statistical infor- 


mation both vital and material. Said pamphlet to be prepared 
under the direction of some of the State Officers, and properly au- 
thenticated for general distribution. This is a subject eminently 


worthy of your attention and favorable consideration. 
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| REQUISITIONS. 


It is provided in section three hundred thirty-four (884) of the 
Criminal Code, that the Governor of this State may, in any case 
authorized by the Constitution and Laws of United States; appoint 
agents to demand of the Executive authority of any foreign gov- 
ernment any fugitive from justice charged with treason or fel- 
ony, and the accounts of the agenis appointed must be audited and 
paid out of State Funds. Under our Statutes the term felony sig- 
nifies such an offense as may be punished with death or imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary, which definition includes what may be 
termed crimes of lesser grade, such as if seems to me should not be 
made the basis of a Requisition unless the papers in the case come to 
the Executive properly certified to by either the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney or the Judge of the district within which the crime is committed 
as being in their judgment a case in which Requisition should issue. 

Papers are filed meeting fully the requirements of the law, and the 
party asking that Requisition be granted makes his sworn statement 
that the facts set: forth in the petition are true, and that the Requisition 
is not desired ‘for the purpose of collecting a debt, for the enforcement 
ef any civil process, or to answer any private end whatsoever. The 
fugitive is returned, the agent makes his return upon commission 
under oath, aud the claim for expenses of the trip, making arrest, and 
for the services of the agent is audited and paid by the State. Thus 
far all is well, but Iam informed by those who are in a position to 
know that but à very small proportion of the cases above referred to are 
proseeuted to conviction, friends interceding and effecting a compro- 
mise, with the ¡result as seen, of the State Funds being used for the 
collection of private claims, and not to satisfy the ends of justice as 
intended by this law. The Governor cannot adopt an arbritrary rule 
as to a certain class of cases, and is powerless to prevent the abuses 
that exist under the presentlaw. A remedy is suggested through the 
enactment. of alaw providing that in all cases excepting those of mur- 
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der, assault with intent to kill, rape, or assault with intent to com- 
mit rape, arson, robbery, and treason, the person applying for the 
Requisition shall advance the expenses incident to apprehension and 
return of the fugitive, to be reimbursed hy the State upon proper 
proof being made as to prosecution and conviction. It may be urged 
that such a law would discriminate as against those who might be 
unable to make such advance. For such, an exception could be made, 
upon the filing of proper affidavits setting forth their inability. Such 
a law as herein indicated, will be a source of great saving to the 
State. 


NEW ORLEANS EXPOSITION. 


An act of Congress approved February 10th, 1883, authorized and 
provided for a World’s Exposition to be held at the city of New 
Orleans in the year 1884. In accordance with this act, President 
Arthur issued his Proclamation inviting each State to participate in 
this exhibit, and calling upon the Governors of the respective States to 
name a Commissioner and Alternate to represent their State. In 
compliance with this request, 1 named as Commissioner, Hon. Robert 
W. Furnas, and as Alternate Commissioner, Hon. Albinus Nance, to 
represent Nebraska at the Exposition, Asan aid and to encourage 
the work, the National Government loaned the Exposition manage- 
ment one million dollars, and appropriated three hundred thousand dol- 
lars for the purposes of a Government display. From the sum so 
loaned to them, the management placed tothe credit of the several States, 
conditioned upon their raising a likeamount within the State, the sum 
of $5,000. This matter came to me too late for presentation to the 
Legislature of 1883, and as it was deemed of the greatest importance 


to the interests of Nebraska that she should be represented in this 


matter, steps were taken to raise the money. Public spirited citizens 
inferested themselves in the matter, meetings were held and plans dis- 
cussed. At length, at a joint meeting of the State Agricultural and 
Hortieultural Societies they agreed to advance $1,000 each from the 
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funds at théir disposal, and look to the Legislature to reimburse them. 
The remainder—$3,000—was obtained from the banks at Lincoln and 
at Omaha upon the personal notes of myself and the members of the 
Societies above named, for which you will be asked to provide. With 
his characteristic energy and enthusiasm, Mr. Furnas entered upon 
the prosecution of the work placed in his hands, and the result of 
his work so untiringly and intelligently performed, is witnessed in 
the magnificient display of the varied resources of Nebraska now 
upon exhibition at New Orleans—a display that has called forth en- 
comiums from the press of the country, attracting general attention 
and eliciting ‘from those who have not visited Nebraska expressions 
of wonder and astonishment at the great extent and variety of her 
resources, ` 

This is Nebraska’s opportunity, and she must not fail to improve 
it. To meet the sums advanced and borrowed, and to meet the neces- 
sary expenses of a proper conduct of the Exhibit until the close of the 
Exposition May 30th, will requíre an appropriation of not less than 
$10,000, and I would recommend such appropriation as a measure of 


the wisest economy. The act should be passed at once, with emer- 
gency clause attached. 


CREATION OF NEW BOARDS. 


In making recommendations that include the creating of various 
Boards, I do so not unmindful of the fact that obstacles are said to 
stand in the way of such action upon your part; but they are never- 
theless submitted, with the hope and belief that you will be able to 
surmount the difficulty, if it in reality exists.

STA'TE BOARD OP HEALTH. 

À. communication has been received at this Department from the 
National Board of Health setting forth very fully the danger that 
menaces the people of this country in the apprehended appearance of 
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Asiatic Cholera, and earnestly requesting that the attention of the 
Legislature be called to this subject, and to the urgent necessity of ap- 
propriate legislation providing means whereby the most thorough 
sanitary service, State and local, may be immediately organized. Com- 
munications have also been received from the Nebraska State Medical 
Society, through its Chairman, and from leading physicians express- 
f ing their views, fully sharing the fear of danger from the source 
named above, and all, without exception, urging the duty of the Leg- 
islature in the enactment óf a law providing for the organization of a 
State Board of Health, with power to establish auxiliary boards in 
such parts of the State as in their judgment might seem necessary. 
An imperative demand for such action has been created by the large 
increase of our population, and the rapidly mereasing number and 
size of our towns and cities. The subject is referred to you for such 
action as the great importance of the interests involved would seem to 


dictate. 
STATE BOARD OF CHARITIES AND REFORM. 


It is recommended that you provide for the organization of a Board 
to be known as the State Board of Charities and Reform. After con- 
sultation with those whose long experience in work of this character 
justly entitles their views to great weight, and adopting in the main 
their suggestions, I would say, that such a Board should be clothed 
with full power to see and hear all that is needful to a full under- 
standing of what the State, county, city, and private institutions of a 
charitable or correctional nature are doing. Abuses never flourish in 
the light, and it should be the business of such a Board to turn on the 
light, and let a healthful publie opinion do the rest. For the starting 
of the Board this will be sufficient. After it has proved its usefulness 
it may be found expedient to give it other powers, but at the first the 
only legal powers it should have should be those of Inspection, Rec- 

ommendation, and Public Reporting. The creation of a Board of 
- this character will be a step in the direction of securing a more just, 
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humane, and economical administration of public charity and correc- 
tion. 


LIVE STOCK INTERESTS. 


Protection to the live stock interests of Nebraska is one of the 
most important subjects that will claim your attention. Stringent laws 
should be enacted to prevent the spreading of infectious or contagious 
diseases among our domestic animals, as well as laws conferring the 
power to create and enforce quarantine against the introduction into 
our State of cattle affected with the disease known as contagious pleu- 
ro-pneumonia; or those affected with Texas or Spanish fever, and 


against all domestic animals that may be affected with any disease - 


that is infectious or contagious. 

That these laws may be intelligently carried into effect, there should 
be created. the office of State Veterinary Surgeon, and also a Board 
of Stock Comtnissioners, to consist of not less than three persons; the 
duties and power of said officers to be thoroughly defined. `

The total number of acres of Indemnity School Lands received by 
the State is 71 629, 83 acres, and of this amount 39,194.20 acres have 
confirmed during the term of the present Commissioner. 

An application of the Nebraska Stock Yards Company, of Lincoln, 
to lease certain described saline lands in Lancaster county, has beén 


reported to me from the Board of Public Lands and Buildings, and 


is referred to you for such action as you may deem for the p inter- 
ests of the State. 

“The property belonging to the Permanent School Fund, ‘and Known 
as the Gillespie property, is in bad condition, and is returning but 
small revenue to the F'und considering its value. 

Your attention is called to the 308 lots in the city of Lincoln owned 
by the State now occupied by private parties and Bom which the 
State derives no rental whatever. 

The total amount of Temporary School Funds disbursed since the 
organization of the State is $2,309,423.79, and of this amount $1,247,- 
040.57, or over one-half of the entire amount, has been disbursed 
during the past five years. 

The following statement will show the revenue of the Spo y 
School Fund from Educational lands: 

December Ist, 1884; there were under lease 958,638.19 acres Edu- 


cational lands, appraised at $2,375,744:29, and bearing ‘an annual 
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rental of $160,919.52, at an average valuation of $2.49 per acre. 
There were under sale 461,407.14 acres of Educational lands, the un- 
paid principal of which is bearing six per cent on $3,112,542.56, and 
amounting to $186,752.55. There were $1,160,267.85 of the Per- 
manent Funds invested in securities the annual interest on which is 
$84,585.38, making in all a temporary Fund from land receipts alone 
of $432,257.45 per annum. There are still vacant and unappraised 
1,478,086.13 acres of Common School Lands, or about one-half of 
ihe original grant. ' - 

Results arrived at under the present law have been placed before 
you. lt now remains for you to decide what shall be the future pol- 
icy of the State regarding this great trust; and as to what that policy 
should be you will find wide diversity of opinion. Here is room for 
your best thought. The entire subject of School Land Legislation is 
one to be considered with reference only to the best interests of the 
School Fund. The Constitution provides that our Educational lands 
shall not be sold for less than seven dollars an acre nor for less than 
their appraised value, The Legislature has the power to increase the 
minimum price of these lands. This question, as well as that of strik- 
ing out the sale clause, or if sales are to be continued of striking out 
the private sale clause, and the further question of some method of 
appraisement in matter of sales whereby the School Fund may obtain 
a more just valuation upon its lands, will come before you for deci- 
sion. 

Continuing the lease system, with proper restrictions, my own judg- 
ment would favor retaining the title of all Educational lands in the 
State for at least a period of twenty-five years, that the great advance 
in value of realty incident to the rapid development of the State may 
be added to the Sehool Fund. . 


Rumors have been put in circulation that were calculated to reflect 
on those upon whom ihe duty rests of sacredly guarding the interests 
of our Common School Fund. My judgment, and my belief, is, that the 
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law has been faithfully executed, and that no State cau show her 
Sehool Lands and School Funds in better shape than are those of 
Nebraska to-day. If, however, there remains reasonable ground for a 
belief as to the mal-administrations of this trust, then it becomes your 
bounden duty to examine into the matter, to the end that doubt may 
be set at rest. 


RAILROAD LEGISLATION, 


The power is yours under the Constitution to establish reasonable 
maximum rates of charges for thé transportation of passengers and 
_ freight on the different railroads in this State. Our largely increased, 
and still rapidly increasing population, would seem to indicate that 
the time bad come when the passenger traffic of Nebraska had reached 
such proportions as, that without injustice to the railroads, the peo- 
ple might ask for a reduced passenger rate. 1 would, therefore, rec- 
ommend the enactment of a law providing for a maximum passen- 
ger rate of three cents per mile, and that such law be made applicable 
to the several lines of railroad in the State, with reference to their 
ability to earn money. 

While the legislation above referred to will afford a measure of 
relief, the question of chief interest to the people of an agricultural 
State like our! own, is that of rates for the transportation of their 
produce and live stock. The demand for legislation of some kind 
Jooking to the regulation of freight rates is general, and this demand 
should not be unheeded by you. 

“The power placed in your hands by the people is to be used wisely 
and considerately. “You will not be led away by clamor, but you will 
do as your best judgment may dictate, considering all interests in- 
volved. The qnestion of the proper adjusiment of freight rates is 
one most difficult. It presents features so varied and intricate that 
men unskilled iu the details of railroad management may well hesi- 
tate to offer-alvice in the matter. There are those who advocate the 
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enactment of laws establishing maximum freight rates. In respect 
to this my observation has been, that when such legislation has been 
enacted it has proven unsatisfactory to the people, and has failed to 
accomplish the end desired. If it is true that under our Constitution 
vou cannot create a Board of Railroad Commissioners, then I have no 
plan to recommiend, as I believe the relief demanded is to be had 
through a Board of Commissioners properly constituted, and clothed 
with power to arbitrate and decide between the people and the rail- 
roads upon existing matters of difference.
